One of 
them ſtruck me on the Breaſt with his Fiſt, and 
bid me deliver; the other immediately ſciz'd my 
Hanger, drew it out. of the Scaboard, aud held

the Point af it to my Breaſt : They bid me make 
no Noiſe, if I did, I was a dead Man. I deſired 
them not to uſe me ill, and told them I would 
give them what Money I had about me: They 
made no Anſwer to this, but one of them took 
hold of the String of my Watch, and pull'd it 
our of my Fob. I believe they are the Men, 
bur I cannot take upon me to ſwear to them. E 


apprcheud that Campbell (the ſhorteſt of the Pri- 


ſoners) was the Man that took my Watch, and 
the ten Guineas and a Key: He held the Money 
in his Hand, and by the Light of the Moon, 
look'd ro ſee how much he had got. I defired 
them to return me the Key, and they did ſo: 
When they had rifled me, they bid me pick up 
my Cane (which I had dropp'd). and then they 
went over on the other fide of the Way. EF 
look'd in the Face of the Man that ſtruck me; 
but when the other preſented. the Hanger's Point 
to my Breaſt, I was afraid to give them Offence, 
by looking earneſtly at them. As they were 
croſſing the Way, Lask them for my Hanger ;.

Mr. Smith. . I carnot; they were very expedi- 
tious in their Work, and I had not time, while: 
they were robbing me, to take particular Notic:⸗ 
of them. I went to the Printer of the Daly 
Aiveriiſer, and deſcrived the Watch, promiſing 
a Reward of five Guineas for it again ; and Notice 
was brought me from Mr. Geddard, who keeps 
the Crown at St. Gier, that tne Priſoners wer: 
taken that Night I went to Mr. Goddard, and 
he inform'd me that he had found the Goods upon 
the Priſoners. The next Day we carry'd them 
before Juſtice Pe /eil, and the Hanger, Watch, 
and Seal, which were found upon them, were” 
produced. I cannot ſwear ta the Priſoners, but 
I ſwear that the Hunger, Watch and Seal, are 
mire. | 
., Had you any Diſcourſe with. them then, 
or ater wards? 

Mr. Smith. No; they were brought from the 
Gatehouſe to the Juſtice's, that I might ſee them; 
but I could not ſwear to them. 

Campbel. Nothing was found upon me but the- 
Money,; I defire ro know whether the Gentle- 
man will ſwear to that : I had nothing but the 
Money upon me. 

Mr. Smith No, I can't ſwear to Monev. 

Froncis Waker I had a Warrant from Juſtice 
De Jiel, againſt Camplel and another Man, for 
ſtcaling a Gold Watch, and I took him up on

Mr. Waker, and Aitley, 
and one Gok, brought Campbel into my Houſe on 
Monday Evening November 8, about Ten at Night, 
I keep the Crown Tavern at St. Giles's- Pound, 
they were together a little Time, and then Mr, 
Maler came out to me, and ſaid, they were going 
ro do Buſineſs, to take ſome Fellows, and 
they ſhould be glad of wy Aſſiſtance ; we all went 
out and Bob the Glazier with us. According to 
his Directions we went firſt to Covent Garden, and 
from thence to the Cole- Tard by Drury Lane 
Campbell ſaid, Sutton was at ſuch a Houſe, and

my Hand upon his, and ſaid, George, I have it, 
make no Words; and finding the Hanger 
drawn, I took it from him, it was without a Scab- 
bard, but he had bound his Garter round the 
Blade. I then ſearch'd his Pockets, and took a 
Claſp Knife from him. From hence we carried 
him to my Houſe, and put Sutton in one Room 
and Camphel in another. Campbel ask d me, if! 
had ſearch'd Sutton, and aſſured me he had got 
the Watch about him at that Time. I ſaid, 
I have ſearch'd him, and ſurely he cannot have 
it. He has, ſaid he, and I'll ſhew--you how ! 
robb'd the Man. Upon this he took me by the 
Breaſt, and.up went his Stick, and he ſhe d me 
very well how it was done. I drew his Hanger, 
faid he, and pull'd his Watch out of his Fob thus 
[at the ſame Time pulling my Watch from my Pock 
et] this was to ſhew me in how ſmall a Space ot 
Time, the Fact was done; the Watch and, the 
Hanger he ſaid he had given George Sutton, and 
the Money he had taken himſelf. After Camplel 
had given me this Account, I went into the 
Kitchen to Swtton, and ſaid to him, George, Jon 
have got the Watch, 'tis in vain to make Words, 
have it I muſt : he ſwore he had ir not, but | 
would ſearch him, and in his Breeches, under 
his Right Ham, I found it: I was golog to u

Waker. I ask'd Campbel (by way of Pump) 
whether hc had got an Gold for Sutton; and he 
faid, if he had bis Hat full of Guincas, he would 
ſend him none, 

Owen Griffith. I live in Midd/e Row, St. Giles's. 
Within three or four Yards of my Door, Mr. 
Attley and Waker ftopp'd Campbel, and I being a 
Conſtable, they charg'd me with him. I took him 
into my Shop and darch him for Arms. He 
faid he had none, and would go (very civilly) with 
usany where, I took him to Mr. Goddard's at the 
Crown, and went into a Room behind the Bar 
with him. After ſome few Words had paſs'd, he 
defir'd to ſpeak with Waker by himſelf ; we went 
out, bur preſently we were -call'd in, and were 
informed, that Can pbel ould make a Diſcovery 
of Something if we would go with him.
